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‘Non-Meeting’ Destiny To 
Be Ruled On July 3 


In view of the ‘hassel’ 
which erupted at last Ties- 
day’s meeting of council, 
this Monday’s committee 
meeting had all the ingre- 
dients of a hot encounter 
between the good guys and 
the bad guys. Hcwever, the 
special meeting called for 
7 o'clock Monday, June 25, 
at which some of the ‘non- 
meeting’ problems were ex- 
pected to be resolved... 
were not resolved at all... 
in fact were compounded, 

Council is now back in 
‘square one,’ the minutes of 
the June 19 meeting have not 
been adopted, the non-meet- 
ing status still holds and 
everyone is now waiting for 
next Tuesday's regular 
council meeting, scheduled 
for July 3 in the Clubhouse, 
at which definite decisions 
will have to be made, 

Next Tuesday, council will 
have three courses of action 
open to them, They may 
adopt the ‘non-meeting’ 
minutes as is or go through 
that meeting over again as 
though it had never happened 
or seek a court ruling, 

Mayor Ray Gibbon opened 
the special meeting Monday 
night at 7 p.m, and attempted 
to bring two bylaws before 
council for approval, The 
two bylaws deal with the 1973 
mill rate and the 1973 bus- 
iness tax, Since both these 
items of business are inclu- 
ded in the June 19 agenda ,, 
the meeting presently under 
question as either being ul- 
tra vires or not... Coun- 
cillor John Bakker objected 
on the basis that council 
must not deal with any part 
of the June 19 meeting until 
a ruling has been establish- 
ed, 

Councillor Bakker asked 
if a ministerial order had 
been received, to which, 
Secretary-Treasurer Russ 
Bewen replied in the nega- 
tive, It was at this point 
Councillor Bekker said that 
in his opinion, based on 
advice obtained from Mr, 
W. D. Isbister, deputy mine 
ister of municipal affairs, 
“council must adopt the 
minutes of the June 19 meet- 
ing rescind the two bylaws 
then at a subsequent meet= 
ing, deal with the said by- 
laws independently, ’’ 

Mayor Ray Gibbon dise 
agreed with Councillor Bake 
ker. In his opinion, also 
based on information obe 
tained from Mr. Isbister, 
and counselling from his 
solicitor, Mayor Gibbon said 
that council should deal with 
the two bylaws immediately 
as though they had never 
been discussed before and 
thus push the budget through 
because time was running 
out, Mayor Gibbon further 
explained his interpretation 
of information received to 
mean that the bylaws can 
be dealt with and the legal- 
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ity of the minutes of the 
June 19 meeting may be 
dealt with at the next meet- 
ing. 

*— do not doubt that the 
June 19 meeting was illee 
gal,’’ Mayor Gibbon said, 
‘fand therefore we ought to 
deal with those minites 
again, but in the meantime 
I do not agree that we cane 
not pass the two budget by- 
laws tonight, *’ 

Councillor Bakker ree 
mained firm in his opinion 
that no part of the June 19 
meeting can be dealt with at 
this time without first ob- 
taining a legal ruling on the 
validity of the June 19 meet- 
ing. 

Mayor Gibbon made a final 


attempt to keep the two by- 
laws in question on the table 
for immediate discussion by 
explaining that further de- 
lays would result in tax 
notices being mailed out late 
in July. ‘We're already rune 
ning behind time,’’ he said, 
“and this extra delay is 
not going to help our situae 
tion,"’ 

Despite arguments for and 
against dealing with June 19 
minutes and the bylaws con- 
tained in the same agenda, 
council members voted 6-1 
in favor of tabling the issue 
until next Tuesday’s regular 
meeting. Councillor Lukay 
voted against the tabling mo= 
tion, 


Public School Board 
Approves 1973 Budget 


Trustees of St. Albert 
Public School District No, 3 
approved a $2,072,774 bude 
get at its regular meeting 
held iast Wednesday. 

Major sources of revenue 
include $1.7 million from 
the school foundation pro-= 
gram and $271,498 via the 
school requisition, Other 
revenues listed are repre= 
sented by grants amounting 
to $38,200 while tuitions 
from other school author- 
ities as well as from par- 
ents and imlividuals come 
to $33,300, The balance of 
estimated revenues fall un- 
der the heading of refunds 
and miscellaneous which 
amount to $15,000 thus make 
ing a grand revenue total of 


the approved budget figure, 

Estimated operational exe 
penditures for the forthcom- 
ing year are divided into six 
categories, Salaries take the 
major portion of the budget 
with the sum of $1.5 mille 
ion, Next largest item are 
debt services at $227,800, 
then supplies and materials 
at $131,000. Services-pur- 
chased and contracted will 
cost the district $122,520 
while employee benefits and 
allowances will come to = 
$35,867 and last but not 
least is $30,000 for capital 
reserve. Included in the ex- 
penditure estimates is 
$10,000 for deficit recove 
ered,

Schools Going Back To 
Drawing Board- STEP 


Arrangements have been 
made between NAIT, Stur- 
geon School Division, the 
County of Beaver, St, Al- 
bert Public School District, 
St. Albert Protestant Sep- 
arate School District and 
the School Buildings Branch 
of the Department of Edu- 
cation, to employ eight ar- 
chitectural and drafting 
technology students under 
the province’s Summer 
Temporary Employment 
program. 

This pilot project, con- 
ceived by the Department 
of Education's School Build- 
ing Branch and the Departe 


ment of Public Works, will 
see the students making 
small composite drawings 
of every school inthe school 
jurisdictions mentioned, 
Drawings of these schools 
either never existed be- 
cause of the age of the 
school, or were lost in 
flooding of department files 
some years ago, 

Education Minister Lou 
Hyndman said ‘‘the draw- 
ings will be invaluable to 
us when a question of in- 
surance, or alterations 
comes up which affects one 
of these schools, It will save

petent in evaluating admini- 


strative systems. (The 
council’s self appraisal is 
simply not acceptable), In 
addition it is strongly sugg= 
ested that the calibre of 
the council's decision mak- 
ing process would be mar- 
kedly improved if: (1) a 
performance, program bude 
geting format was adopted; 
and (2) the majority of the 
council enrolled in a course 
in decision making in the 
public section of the Cana- 
dian economy. 

Municipal governments 
have their strength and 
weaknesses, however, inmy 
opinion the activities of the 
council over the last few 
months have stressed the 
latter rather than the for= 
mer virtue, The resignation 
of Mr. O’Connell does not 
appear to be based, simply 
in ‘personalities’, it is based 
on a breakdown in the de- 
cision making procedures 
followed by part-time elece- 
ted representatives, Politi- 
cians’ are not expected to 
exhibit any particular ade 
ministrative expertise; 
however, they are expected 
to be able to exhibit suffi- 
cient judgement to refrain 
from unduly interfering with 
the operations of a reasone 
able competent municipal 
civil service, 

Amateurs in political pos- 
itions are expected in a 
democratic society; how- 
ever, the hard facts of the 
matter are that the ‘amae 
teurs’ are easier to replace 
than expertise in admini- 
stration at the municipal 
level. The loss of admini- 
strative competence in a 
‘high growth’ area such as 
St. Albert can be extremely 
expensive from a taxpayers 
point of view.

Noted Canadian Journalist Welcomes 
challenges in new provincial post 


John Lindblad, well known 
reporter-columnist, and 
more latterly novelist, is 
settling into his new job as 
Ottawa Director for the Al- 
berta Department of Inter- 
governmental Affairs, and 
says he finds ‘the oppor- 
tunity to tackle this new 
endeavor no less exciting 
and possibly more so’’ than 
his previous career. 

Mr. Lindblad was selece 
ted from more than 250 
applicants across Canada 
competing for the newly- 
created position. He has 
made his home in St, Albert 
since coming to the Edmone 
ton Journal in 1970, from 
the Windsor Star, His office 
will establish a liaision sere 
vice between Ottawa and the 
Alberta capital, and John 
will gather material and in- 
formation for the Alberta 
government after 19 years 
of gathering material for 
Canadian newspapers. 

It was with the Windsor 
Star = as a senior colume 
nist = reporter that John 
Lindblad carved for himself 
an enviable position among 
Canadian journalists, He did 
it via a two-pronged route - 
investigative reporting on 
policitics = and on syndicae 
ted crime. Approaching 
journalism from the stand- 
point of a rugged individual- 
ist, he also became one of 
those reporters known as 
‘loners, ' 

By-=lines with the Star ree 
flect a fascinating worlde 
wide career; Nassau, for 
the Kennedy-Diefenbaker, 
MacMillan conference in 
1962, Mexico, the Detroit 
riots, the North Pole, Viet 
Nam in 1966, Hong Kong, 
the Caribbean -almost every 
country in Europe, 

Canadian and American 
political campaigns were 
exciting assignments. He 
followed Diefenbaker from 


his campaign for leadership 
through glorious victory to 
eventual defeat. And the 
Kennedy=Nixon campaign - 
Trudeau's campaign - and 
later with the Edmonton 
Journal = Lougheed's, when 
he was in each of the 75 
constituencies in Alberta 

Mr, Lindblad’s reporting 
on syndicate crimeinCane 
ada led to his breaking the 
Nono Minaudo story in the 
Windsor Star, Nono, amafia 
lieutenant in Detroit, gained 
illegal entry into Canada 
after being deported from 
the States in 1950, 

The story wound up on the 
floor of the House of Come 
mons and ended in yet ano- 
ther deportation for Minaudo 
In the course of his crime 
reporting John was twice 
subpoened by a Royal Come 
mission on crime. His stint 
with the Edmonton Journal 
included a trip to Brazil 
on the Latta case. 

To talk to John Lindblad 
for an hour or so, knowing 
his background, is an en- 
couraging experience. 
A hard-bitten, no nonsense 
reporter who has spent 19 
years observing Canadians 
and Canadian institutions 
from an analytical, often 
critical, and sometimes 
jaundiced viewpoint, has 
come through the expere 
ience with a deep love ofhis 
country which underscores 
his conversation on any sub= 
ject which comes up, 

He was thrilled with the 
response of Canadians to 
Centennial Year and Expo. 
Talking about political re- 
porting, which he says is 
the “most exciting game in 
the world = despite what 
people say about hockey or 
football,’’ Mr. Lindblad kept 
coming back to Diefenbaker. 
Asked why he said probably 
because it was such a fase 
cinating Canadian thing to

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be in on, ‘‘The prairie radi- 
cal who suddenly became 
Canada’s man of the mo«# 
ment at the leadership con- 
vention, the 1957 election 
and the minority govern- 
ment and then in 1958 he 
galvanized our country and 
gained that massive major- 
ity = 208 of 265 seats.'’ In 
that campaign John recalled 
seeing people come up to 
Mr. Diefenbaker in, of all 
places, Chatam, Ontario, 
‘just to touch his coat."* 
Sometime after his defeat 
Mr. Lindblad asked Mr. 
Diefenbaker ‘‘What was the 
most important thing you 
did?’ After a few minutes 
thinking the answer came 
back in one word ‘‘Canad- 
ianism’’, And he was right 
said John - before Dief we 
used to hyphenate the word 
Canada, 

Talking about syndicate 
crime work he told of the 
terrifying experience it was 
to see a great city like De- 
troit reduced by fear and 
violence, and how some U.S, 
cities are becoming jungles. 
Today Canada does have a 
problem of penetration of 
syndicate crime, but it is 
not as bad as theirs he come 
mented, But big time crime 
gets established only ifthree 
conditions are present: poor 
policing and/or corrupt pol- 
icing, a climate of public 
apathy, and it can’t exist 
without some political co- 
operation, Jet age crime 
has some new heavies, he 
noted, the lawyers and the 
tax accountants, and itis a 
great concern for governe 
ments, On wire tapping Mr. 
Lindblad warned that the 
forces of evil can take ad- 
vantage of any relaxing of 
the controls. 

Approaching his 40th 
birthday, Mr. Lindblad dee 
cided to write a book - 
“you just can’t talk about 
writing, you have to do it." 
‘Zap Day’ was a result of 
his concern about violence 
in Quebec, but the locale is 
not only Canadian and it 
deals also with war spies 
and espionage, Sales to date 
are around 30,000 a very 
respectable figure for a 
Canadian author. This was 
followed by ‘Peking Man’, 
out last year with sales of 
38,000, and he is currently 
working on a third book, 
dealing with the RCMP, syn- 
dicate and organized crime 
in Canada and the fight 
against it. 

His new job entails co- 
ordinating the July confer- 
ence on western economic 
opportunities, involving 
Prime Minister Trudeau and 
the premiers of the four 
western provinces. Mr. 


Lindblad feels the ‘‘stakes 
are enormous"’ insuch mat- 
ters as equal opportunities 
for development of the west, 
new ways to share the tax 
dollar, the problem of ace 
commodation in parks, 
where ‘‘the haven is no lone 
ger there’’ and others, He 
feels there is a need for 
getting common sense back 
into government, and the 
federal government could 
set an example by curtail- 
ing spending. He thinks the 
conference is ‘‘packed with 
meaning for western Canae 
dians - and I have become 
by choice a westerner, One 
of the reasons my wife and 
I came back west with our 
family is that we feel child 
ren raised on the prairies 
have a longer, broader out- 
look - Canada looks bigger 
and greater than to those 
raised in Ontario or Quee 
bec,’’ John and Judy Linde 
blad, their five children, 
dog and cat and budgie will 
be making their home in 
Ottawa after the school term 
is completed, but someday 
they hope to come back to 
St. Albert, where they like 
the people and the commune 
ity. The budgie will not make 
the trip = having decided to 
go to grandma's. 

“I never could get in- 
terested in something this 
generation calls ‘the secur= 
ity syndrome’ John said as 
he prepared to leave. He 
dropped out of high school 
to join the air arm of the 
U.S, Navy (no Canadian 
equivalent) and while in the 
service completed the equi- 
valent of two years college, 
He studied petroleum tech= 
nology at Long Beach City 
College along with elective 
courses in economics and 
political science, and iater 
took night classes at the 
University of Alaska, 

The long hours, the en- 
forced study and research, 
the lack of time to pursue 
other interests = ali were 
subservient to the demand- 
ing challenge of proving 
himself in journalism, a 
career described by Charles 
Swartz as “‘the enchanted 
forest.’’ 

So why quit? “Because 
after 19 years even journe 
alism becomes repetitious 
and because the new work 
has all the ingredients of 
excitement, learning poten- 
tial and personal accompli- 
shment that a journalistic 
career offers. And the opp- 
ortunity comes at atime in 
life when it is fun to take a 
new direction.’’

During the Riel Rebelle 
ion they were taken into the 
mission grounds and they 
also survived a severe 
smallpox epidemic during 
those early days, They rale 
sed a family of 11 children, 
Six sons: George, Joseph, 
Edwidge, Albert, Frank and 
Octave; and daughters Mel- 
ina (Mrs, Sarrisin), Berna- 
dette (Mrs. Leon Carte), 
Mande (Mrs, Ringuette of 
St. Albert), Marie-Louise 
(Mrs, St, Louis) and Olivine 
(Mrs, Denis Mc Audiff), 

Frank, 95, of Edmonton, 
Marie-Louise, 88, of Ede 
monton and Olivine, 86, of 
North Bay Ontario are the 
surviving members of Louis 
Chevigny’s family. 

Cheri’s father, Octave, at 
one time had acoal and wood 
hauling business in St, Ale 
bert and he also worked in 
local brickyards, Grandma 
Marie Chevigny at one time 
had the interesting job of 
collecting tolls on Father 
Lacombe’s bridge. 

In 1947 Cheri bought the 
farm from his father and 
after his health failed he 
retained 6,7 acres and the 
family home, where Mrs, 
Chevigny will continue to 
reside.
